This Tuesday we need you to help us take a big step towards a moratorium on fracking in 
the City of Los Angeles. Hydraulic fracturing, or "fracking," has become an important and 
timely environmental and community issue for the City of Los Angeles. Fracking imperils 
human health and safety, our air and water quality, local wildlife, increases the risk of 
earthquakes, and contributes to climate change. This is especially true in a dense urban 
environment where residents live in close proximity to oil fields and where water 
conservation is critically important; 


The Los Angeles Fracking Moratorium was introduced last September by Councilmembers Paul 
Koretz and Mike Bonin. A second motion was introduced last week by Councilmembers Jose 
Huizar and Bernard Parks asking for a review of LA City codes as it pertains to fracking. 
This weekend, the Sierra Club Angeles Chapter's Fracking Committee voted to endorse both 
motions, asking that they be combined to provide an immediate moratorium and suspension of 
fracking activities in the City of Los Angeles. 

Both motions been scheduled for their first vote this Tuesday, February 25th at 2:30 p.m. 
at LA City Hall in room 350. This committee, the Planning & Land Use Management (PLUM) 
Committee, will decide whether the moratorium moves forward to the full city council. 

There are three council members on the PLUM Committee who will decide the fate of the 
moratorium. Jose Huizar already supports the motions, we need you to call the other two 
council members to ensure that these motions pass!
